Harvest Commences in 
Northern Alberta 


The CROR REPORT of the Bank 
of Montreal says that widespread 
light to heavy rains have occurred in 
‘the Prairie Provinces, with benefit 
to former dry areag but to the detri- 


| ment of others, and, generally speak 


ing, warm dry weather remains tho 


chief requirement in the crop situa-’' 


tion, Further lodging has occurred 
chiefly in heavy stands of barley. 
Wheat is filling well but ripening 
slowly. Harvesting of rye and barley 
is fairly widespread, with good yields 
indicated, but cutting of wheat will 
not be general for ten days, Apart 
from some sawfly damage in South- 
western Saskatchewan, injury from 
pests has been light, Fodder crops 
and pasturage are good. ~ 

The heavy but late crop in Alberta 
continues to make satisfactory pro- 
gress. Harvesting of wheat has com 
menced in the Peace River area and 
of barley and ‘rye in a few other local 
ities but will not be general for two 
| weeks, Strong winds and heavy rains 
| have caused serious lodging of crops 
and leaf rust is reported at some 
points, 

Saskatchewan — Light to heavy 
rains have proved beneficia] in some 
districts; in other areas local deluges 
have caused severe lodging, Although 
leaf rust is widespread, wheat is fil- 
ling well, Harvesting of rye and bar 
ley has commenced, with good yields 
indicated, but it. will be ten days be- 
fore cutting of other grains is gen 
eral, , : 

Manitoba — Cutting, of early sown 
coarse grains is now general, with 
good yields reported, Only a sniall 
percentage of wheat has been bar- 
vested, Operations have been delayed 
by rain, and further lodging hag oc- 
eurred in i 9 districts,

And that, except for two pages of 
notes on the tuillfight, is all, But I 
need no notes to bring back memories 
of Lisbon, They keep coming back, 
even in my sleep, and nearly always 
as nightmares, 

Yet it is all in the point of view, 
apparently, To thousands of people 
from Nazi-dominated Europe, Lisbon 
in those months and for some fifteen 
months before, was the symbol of 
liberty and comparative safety. Some 
of them gave up everything they had 
except their lives, to reach the city, 
Uncounted hundreds probably lost 
their lives trying to reach it, Lisbon 
was the only point of contact with 
the free world — with the United 
States and, to some extent, with 
Great Britain. During the voyage 
across the Atlantic to New York, I 
‘was to hear at first hand the stories 
of some of these refugees, Not till 
then did I learn what Nazi domina- 
tion really means, For those poor 
people, Lisbon was literally the door 
‘way out of Hell. ~ 

I didn’t look on Lisbon in that way 
To me, it was but a port of call on 
the way back to the home I was anx- 
ious to see as soon as possible, When 
I learned I would have to wait ten 
days for a plane across the Atlantic, 
it was a shock, With the seven other 
Canadian editors, I began to haunt 
the offices of Pan American Airways, 
and later, thoSe of American Export 
Lines, I stood in line with other ref- 
ugees and became one of them, 
Would I get out of Portugal before 
the Germans arrived? I wondered, 
Would the United States be forced 
into the war while I stayed on in Lis. 
bon waiting for the Clippers’ that 
were so slow coming? 

I had just come by plane from Brit 
ain, The trip had its dangers, but 
they were of the exhilirating kind. 
A few nights before, I had come un- 
scathed through a bomb raid and had
